Service Still Inadequate 


Bell telephone service 
Pahokee-Canal Point area is still 
inadequate and inefficient. Despite 
some effort being made by the 
phone company to correct. the 
fault, it seems that a special 
meeting of the Florida Railroad 
and Public Utilities Commission 
in this immedfate area will be 
necessary before the Bell concern 
decides to spend money to give this 
area the phone service it so right- 
fully deserves, 

Yesterday morning the 
Glade exchange was posting. a 
“two:to three hour delay” on calis 
from Pahokee-Canal Point to West 
Palm Beach. Such service is in- 
tolerable and Bell phone officials 
in West Palm Beach, Jacksonville 
and elsewhere are hereby notified 
that the Florida Railroad and Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission in Talla- 
hassee was informed yesterday of 
this inadequate ser'vice. 

The phone company in a hearing 
before an official Of “the, state 
“board “several “inonths ago made 
lengthy promises in regard to bet- 
ter service. Whatever the phone 
company has done to better its ser- 
vice has certainly been in vain if 
they can offer no better service 
that “three hours” to West Palm 
Beach, Explanations galore are b2- 
ing handed out by the Belle Glade 
phone office in an effort to cover 
up. the shortcontings of the higher 
ups who have not provided for an 
efficient service in this area.
